ident Lester Stuck. His son, Lee, 


who still tives at Houghton Lake 
accompanied his father on the 
transport.

At the time of 
its construction, the tower 
became famous, as it was the 
tallest tower for police broad- 
casting in the United States and, 
at 325 feet, the tallest point 
above sea level in Michigan. 

The tower was also a critcal 
component to MSP communica- 
tions for decades. By ordering 
the flip of a toggle switch at the 
Houghton Lake Post, East 
Lansing could conyey its radio 
signal to the Upper Peninsula. 
That switch remained opera- 
tional at the front desk until the 
mid-1970s. 

The  1940s-era communica- 
tions system is being replaced 
with MPSCS, a statewide radio 
system that is open to all federal, 
state and local public safety 
agencies. 

The new system is keeping 
Michigan on the threshold of cut- 


ting-edge technology. MPSCS is

sis of daytime soap operas. 
The result is all too often “a 
meaningless mosaic of frag- 
ments,” in naturalist Loren 
Eiseley’s words. “From ape 
skull to Mayan temple,” he 
wrote, “we contemplate the 
miscellaneous debris of time 
like sightseers to whom these 
mighty fragments, fallen gate- 
ways, and sunken galleys con- 
vey no present instruction.” A 
core of learning shows the pat- 
terns of the mosaic.

The best way for vot- 
ers to become informed still is to 
see and hear the candidates in 
person. Joint appearances, well 
covered by newspapers and TV 
or radio, can be an effective alter- 
native. 

On newspapers and politics -- | 
won’t buy the complaint that 
nobody talks about issues, 
nobody covers what's really 
important in an_ election. 
Michigan newspapers do. They 
make the information available. 
The rest is up to the conscien- 
tious voter.

“I’m also responsible for the 
health, welfare and morale of all 
the soldiers who work in the sup- 
ply and logistics area, I help 
ensure that this base has what it 
needs and that ‘my. troops are 
taken care of.” 
' Bagram is the headquarters for 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan, as 
well as the home of the Air 
Force’s fleet of A-10 
Thunderbolt attack aircraft. 
Located about 80 miles north of 
Afghanistan’s capital city of 
Kabul, the base remains a work 
When American 
forces first arrived at the bomb- 
wracked base, little remained 
from when the Soviets occupied 
it. Since: then, however, service 
members have. repaired the air 
strip, constructed tents and swept 
the area free of its many land 
mines, _ 

The creature comforts that 


exist on American soil remain a 


memory for | Thompson. 
Running water, heating and air

“It may not 
be the easiest place to be, but I’m 
sure that there are worse places, 
and I try to lead by example and 
take a positive view of being 
here, and hope that my troops 
follow my lead.” 

While the mission at Bagram 


_ remains one of combat, as sol- 


diers continue to make headway 
in their hunt for the remnants of 
the Taliban and Ai Qaeda terror- 
ist network, some of the work 
fone by servigg member outside 
jof the base, j§; humanitarian in 
nature. 

Army engineers travel to sur- 
rounding communities to help 
build schools and drill wells, 
whilé medical teams treat many 
Afghan civilians for illnesses and 
prior injuries suffered during 
their nation’s many years of war.

The two foundations joined, in 
memory of preservation architect 
David Evans, FATA to initiate the 
Evans Memorial Preservation 
Grant Program. This annual 
award will be made to a not-for - 
profit (SO1-C-3) organization that 
can demonstrate a creative solu- 
tion to @ preservation problem. 

David Evans, FAIA of Ann 
Arbor, was a leading advocate for 
innovative historic preservation, 
He was a founding partner of 
Quinn/Evans Associates, a firm 
which worked on many high-pro- 
file historic buildings in Michigan 
and throughout the United States, 
Evans, who died in 1998, believed 
the architectural treasures of the 
past must be valued and preserved 
for the generations to come. 

Historically, the first Evans 
Memorial Grant went to the 
Shielding Tree Nature Center to 
restore the Lawr Farm in Port 
Oneida, for adaptive reuse. This

THAW has administered 
MichCon’s Heat Bank program 
in the: City of Detroit and 
Washtenaw County for several 
years. Guidelines and eligibility 
for both programs are identical. 

“The expansion of THAW’s 
service area to include other 
areas served by MichCon’s Heat 
Bank program will broaden our 
outreach and allow us to help 
more people than ever before,” 
said THAW Executive Director 
Kathleen Walgren. 

“We look forward to forming 
close working relationships with 
all of our new service agencies.” 

In 2002, THAW assisted near- 
ly 8,000. Michigan families and 
individuals. It expects to pro- 
vide support to nearly 10,000 
people during the upcoming 
program year. 

Initially, THAW will serve 
only DTE Energy customers 
through Heat Bank/THAW 
agencies because DTE has pro- 
vided the support to expand 
THAW’s program, and has 
included an opportunity for its 
customers in western and north- 
ern Michigan to contribute to 
the fund. THAW will begin a 
campaign to raise funds for 
other fuel and energy sources 
and may eventually be able to 
assist with deliverable fuels and 
customers of other vendors, 
depending on the success of the 
fund drive. | 

THAW is currently assisting 
more than 700 families through- 
out Michigan whose service has 
already been shut off through an 
Early Emergency program. In 
January, the non-profit. will 
begin accepting new applica- 
tions for assistance from low- 
income individuals, families and 
seniors who are unable to pay 
their energy bills, often due to 
temporary crisis, who are in 
danger of losing essential heat. 

“Home is supposed to be a 


. warm, safe’ haven -- yet for 


many families, home provides 
no warmth, or comfort,.or fami- 
lies are forced to forgo other 
necessities in order to keep the 
heat on,” said Walgren. “It is 
our hope that by providing the 
funding needed to keep the heat 
and lights on, home can be that 
safe haven for all of Micnieat: S 
families.” 

How it works: 

Low-income individuals, 
families, senior citizens, the dis- 
abled, the unemployed and the 
underemployed who are in dan- 
ger of losing essential heat or 
lights, may apply for assistance 
at one of 60 community agen- 
cies serving as THAW screening 
sites across the state. 

Agency caseworkers verify 
applicant eligibility, and for- 
ward the application electroni- 
cally to the THAW administra- 
tive office. THAW then pays 
the utility or vendor directly. 
Where do the funds come from? 

Funds distributed to assist 
families are collected through 
private individual, business and 


foundation donations, THAW 
works in partnership with utility 
companies to facilitate energy 
assistance. DTE Energy 
(MichCon), Consumers Energy, 
Aquila and SEMCO Energy 
match all THAW payments dol- 
lar for dollar, — 

DTE Energy and Aquila also 
solicit donations through cus- 
tomer utility bills. The average 
assistance necessary per family 
in 2001 was $385. For a $192 
contribution, one family can 
stay warm for the entire winter, 
thanks to the utility companies’ 
match. 

“We are grateful for the kind- 
ness exhibited by our private 
and corporate donors, but the 
battle is not over,” said Walgren. 
“Thus far, the fund has helped 
more than twice as many fami- 
lies as it had at the same time in 


2001, and spent twice as much 


money. 
“We continue to rely on the 


‘generosity. of the community 


assisting the thousands of elder- 
ly, unemployed, underem- 
ployed, disabled, and families 
with children in need of assis- 
tance.” 

The vast majority (90 percent) 
of those who received THAW’s 
assistance to get them through a 
difficult time do not require 
additional assistance the next 
year, demonstrating that the 
fund helps maintain service 
through a temporary crisis. In 
fact, some former participants

“Oftentimes, people who are 


_in danger of having the heat or 


electricity shut off go without 
other basic items such as food 
and medication, and in some 
cases, families resort to using 
dangerous heating alternatives 
such as candles or kerosene 
heaters,” said Walgren. “THAW 
helps people avoid these poten- 
tially life-threatening _ situa- 
tions.”

To the task of learning about 
oneself and the world, a 
required course of studies can 
bring needed order and coher- 
ence, At one midwestern uni- 
versity where there ts no core, 
students choose’ from almost 
900 courses, with topics rang- 
ing from the history of foreign 
labor movements to the analy- 
sis of daytime soap operas. 
The result is all too often “a 
meaningless mosaic of frag- 
ments,” in naturalist Loren 
Eiseley’s words. “From ape 
skull to Mayan temple,” he 
wrote, “we contemplate the 
miscellaneous debris of time 
like sightseers to whom these 
mighty fragments, fallen gate- 
ways, and sunken galleys con- 
vey no present instruction.” A 
core of learning shows the pat- 
terns of the mosaic. It provides 
a context for forming the parts 
of education into a whole.

As for direct cross-con- 
frontation, that very seldom 
occurs. Still political “debates” 
are better for voters than depend- 
ing on TV spots or campaign 
brochures. The best way for vot- 
ers to become informed still is to 
see and hear the candidates in 
person. Joint appearances, well 
covered by newspapers and TV 
or radio, can be an effective alter- 
native. 

On newspapers and politics -- | 
won’t buy the complaint that 
nobody talks about issues, 
nobody covers what's really 
important in an_ election. 
Michigan newspapers do. They 
make the information available. 
The rest is up to the conscien- 
tious voter.

“I’m also responsible for the 
health, welfare and morale of all 
the soldiers who work in the sup- 
ply and logistics area, I help 
ensure that this base has what it 
needs and that ‘my. troops are 
taken care of.” 
' Bagram is the headquarters for 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan, as 
well as the home of the Air 
Force’s fleet of A-10 
Thunderbolt attack aircraft. 
Located about 80 miles north of 
Afghanistan’s capital city of 
Kabul, the base remains a work 
When American 
forces first arrived at the bomb- 
wracked base, little remained 
from when the Soviets occupied 
it. Since: then, however, service 
members have. repaired the air 
strip, constructed tents and swept 
the area free of its many land 
mines, _ 

The creature comforts that 


exist on American soil remain a 


memory for | Thompson. 
Running water, heating and air

. “It’s my duty as a professional 
soldier to be serving and fighting 
for my country in the war against 
terrorism,” he said. “It may not 
be the easiest place to be, but I’m 
sure that there are worse places, 
and I try to lead by example and 
take a positive view of being 
here, and hope that my troops 
follow my lead.” 

While the mission at Bagram 


_ remains one of combat, as sol- 


diers continue to make headway 
in their hunt for the remnants of 
the Taliban and Ai Qaeda terror- 
ist network, some of the work 
fone by servigg member outside 
jof the base, j§; humanitarian in 
nature. 

Army engineers travel to sur- 
rounding communities to help 
build schools and drill wells, 
whilé medical teams treat many 
Afghan civilians for illnesses and 
prior injuries suffered during 
their nation’s many years of war. 

It is these subtle improvements 
that show Thompson and his fel- 
low service members that their 
time spent away from home is 
making a difference, even if their 
thoughts often turn to home.

The Michigan Architectural

Foundation will once again make 
a $5,000 grant to a preservation 
project in Michigan. 

The two foundations joined, in 
memory of preservation architect 
David Evans, FATA to initiate the 
Evans Memorial Preservation 
Grant Program. This annual 
award will be made to a not-for - 
profit (SO1-C-3) organization that 
can demonstrate a creative solu- 
tion to @ preservation problem. 

David Evans, FAIA of Ann 
Arbor, was a leading advocate for 
innovative historic preservation, 
He was a founding partner of 
Quinn/Evans Associates, a firm 
which worked on many high-pro- 
file historic buildings in Michigan 
and throughout the United States, 
Evans, who died in 1998, believed 
the architectural treasures of the 
past must be valued and preserved 
for the generations to come. 

Historically, the first Evans 
Memorial Grant went to the 
Shielding Tree Nature Center to 
restore the Lawr Farm in Port 
Oneida, for adaptive reuse. This 
farm is one of several that are 
within the Sleeping Bear Dunes

National Lakeshore Park, It is on 
the National Historic Register as 
part of the Port Oneida Rural 
Historic District. 

The second award went to the 
Coopersville Area Historical 


Society for the restoration of 


Interurban Car #8. Coopersville 
was cominended for saving a 
unique example from America’s 
recent past, 

In the third year, the Pewabic 
House in Houghton received the 
prize. ‘The bouse is the family 
home of Mary Chase Stratton, the 
founder of Pewabic Pottery, a 
leader tn the art pottery movement 
in the early part of the 20th 
Century. They are still in business 
in Detroit. 

Grant number four went to 
Detroit to stabilize an Irish work- 
ers’ cottage. The long range goal 
of the Corktown Development 
Corporation is a Tenement 
Museum but the immediate con- 
cern was the roof. The grant was 
used to make the house weather- 


tight. 

Incremental changes in a com- 
munity’s historic building stock 
often have a profound effect on 
the quality of life of a community. 
The Evans Memorial Grant seeks 
lo reward non-profit groups who 
come up with an idea that leads to 
the creative use of a historic prop- 
erty.

THAW will begin a 
campaign to raise funds for 
other fuel and energy sources 
and may eventually be able to 
assist with deliverable fuels and 
customers of other vendors, 
depending on the success of the 
fund drive. | 

THAW is currently assisting 
more than 700 families through- 
out Michigan whose service has 
already been shut off through an 
Early Emergency program. In 
January, the non-profit. will 
begin accepting new applica- 
tions for assistance from low- 
income individuals, families and 
seniors who are unable to pay 
their energy bills, often due to 
temporary crisis, who are in 
danger of losing essential heat. 

“Home is supposed to be a 


. warm, safe’ haven -- yet for 


many families, home provides 
no warmth, or comfort,.or fami- 
lies are forced to forgo other 
necessities in order to keep the 
heat on,” said Walgren. “It is 
our hope that by providing the 
funding needed to keep the heat 
and lights on, home can be that 
safe haven for all of Micnieat: S 
families.” 

How it works: 

Low-income individuals, 
families, senior citizens, the dis- 
abled, the unemployed and the 
underemployed who are in dan- 
ger of losing essential heat or 
lights, may apply for assistance 
at one of 60 community agen- 
cies serving as THAW screening 
sites across the state. 

Agency caseworkers verify 
applicant eligibility, and for- 
ward the application electroni- 
cally to the THAW administra- 
tive office. THAW then pays 
the utility or vendor directly. 
Where do the funds come from? 

Funds distributed to assist 
families are collected through 
private individual, business and 


foundation donations, THAW 
works in partnership with utility 
companies to facilitate energy 
assistance. DTE Energy 
(MichCon), Consumers Energy, 
Aquila and SEMCO Energy 
match all THAW payments dol- 
lar for dollar, — 

DTE Energy and Aquila also 
solicit donations through cus- 
tomer utility bills. The average 
assistance necessary per family 
in 2001 was $385. For a $192 
contribution, one family can 
stay warm for the entire winter, 
thanks to the utility companies’ 
match. 

“We are grateful for the kind- 
ness exhibited by our private 
and corporate donors, but the 
battle is not over,” said Walgren. 
“Thus far, the fund has helped 
more than twice as many fami- 
lies as it had at the same time in 


2001, and spent twice as much 


money. 
“We continue to rely on the 


‘generosity. of the community 


assisting the thousands of elder- 
ly, unemployed, underem- 
ployed, disabled, and families 
with children in need of assis- 
tance.” 

The vast majority (90 percent) 
of those who received THAW’s 
assistance to get them through a 
difficult time do not require 
additional assistance the next 
year, demonstrating that the 
fund helps maintain service 
through a temporary crisis. In 
fact, some former participants 


‘eventually become contributors, 


Who is eligible? 

To be eligible for assistance, 
the applicant must meet the fol- 
lowing criteria: 

* Must have received a shut- 
off notice for gas or electricity, 
or have an immediate need for 
deliverable fuel; 

* Must be a resident of the 
area served by THAW; 

¢ Annual household income 
must be at or below 150% of the 
federal poverty level; 

2 Must apply..for other avail- 
able ‘state or private resources 


- for energy assistance; 


* Customer must have made 
minimum payments on the ener- 
gy bill, | 

* Must agree to a budget pay- 


- ment plan if a balance remains; 


« Enroll in conservation or 


_weatherization programs where 


available. 
“Oftentimes, people who are 


_in danger of having the heat or 


electricity shut off go without 
other basic items such as food 
and medication, and in some 
cases, families resort to using 
dangerous heating alternatives 
such as candles or kerosene 
heaters,” said Walgren. “THAW 
helps people avoid these poten- 
tially life-threatening _ situa- 
tions.”
